Call* A tten tion to Wha* AY* H ave Don* 
and W hat I* To lie D one. 
Tariff legislation having been settled 
by the extra session of congress th* 
question next pressing for consideration 
is that of the currency. 
The work of putting our finances up­ 
on a sound basis, difficult as it may 
peem, will appear easier w hen we recall 
the finaclal operations of the govern­ 
m ent since 1866 
[The president ther 
gives a review of the financial operation 
of the government since the war.] 
Th* 
brief review cf what w as accomplished 
from the clo*- of the war to 1883 makes 
unreasonable and groundless any dis­ 
trust either of our financial ability en 
soundness: while the 
situation 
from 
1893 to 1897 must admonish congress OI 
the Immediate necessity of so legislat­ 
ing as to make the return of the condi­ 
tions then prevailing impossible. T hen 
are many plans proposed as a remedy 
for the evil. 
Before we can find tin 
true remedy we must appreciate the 
real evil. 
It is not that our currency of 
•very kind is not good, for every dollai 
of It is good: good because the govern­ 
ment’s pledge will not be broken. H ow ­ 
l e r , the guaranty of our purpose to 
keep the pledge will be best shown by 
advancing tow ards It* fulfillment.

The evil of the present system is found 
in the great cost to the governm ent of 
m aintaining the parity of our different 
form s of money; that is. keeping all of 
them at par with gold 
W e surely can­ 
not longer be heedless of the burden, 
this im poses upon the people even un-, 
der fairly prosperous conditions, while 
tho past fet e years have demonstrated 
that it is rn i only an expensive charge 
upon the g* • em inent but a dangerous 
menace of t .e national credit.

session tile senate voted a joint resolu­ 
tion of like import, which, however, 
w as not brought to a vote in the house 
of representatives. 
In the piesence of these significant 


expressions of the sentim ent of the leg­ 
islative branch it behooves the executive 
to soberly consider the conditions under 
which, so im portant a m easure must 
needs rest for justification. 
It Is to be 
seriously considered whether the Cuban 
insurrection possesses beyond dispute 
the attributes of statehood which alone 
c n demand the recognition of belliger­ 
ency in its favor. 
Possession, in short 
of the essential qualifications of sover­ 
eignty by the insurgents and the con­ 
duct of the war by them according ti­ 
the received code of war are no less 
important factors toward the determ ina­ 
tion of the problem of belligerency thar 
are the influences and consequences oi 
the struggle upon the internal polity 
of the recognizing state. 
[The president then quotes approv­ 
ingly the utterances of President Grant 
in his m essage of Dec. 7, 1875, when h* 
said that recognition of the Independ­ 
ence of Cuba was indefensible at that 
tim e and that belligerence w as a fact 
that the Cuban situation then did not 
present.] 
Turning to the practical aspects of a 
recognition of belligerency and review*- 
tng its inconveniences and positive dan­ 
gers still further pertinent considera­ 
tions appear. 
In the code of nation? 
there Is no such thing as a naked recog 
nltlon of belligerency 
unaccompanied 
by the as?umptlon of international neu­ 
trality. Such recognition without mort 
w ill not confer upon either party tc 
a domestic conflict a statu s not hereto­ 
fore actually possessed, or affect th* 
relation of either party to other states 
The act of recognition usually takes th* 
form of a solemn proclam ation of neu­ 
trality which recites the de facto con­ 
dition of belligerency as its m otive. II 
announces a domestic law of neutrality 
in the declaring state. 
It assum es th* 
international obligations of a neutral lr 
the presence of a public state of war 
It warns all citizens and others wlthir 
the jurisdiction of the proclaimant thai 
they violate those righteous obligation? 
at their own peril, and cannot expecl 
to be shielded from the consequences. 
The right of visit and search on th* 
seas and seizures of vessels and car 
goes as contraband of war and good 
prize under admiralty law must undet 
International law be adm itted as a le­ 
gitim ate consequence of a proclama­ 
tion of belligerency. 
W hile according 
the equal belligerent rights defined by 
public law to each party in our ports 
disfavors would be im posed on both 
which, while nom inally equal, would 
w eigh heavily in behalf of Spain her­ 
self. 
Possessing a navy and controlling 
the ports of Cuba her m aritim e right? 
could he asserted not only for the mili­ 
tary investm ent c t the island but up t* 
the margin of our own territorial w a­ 
ters, and a condition of things would 
exist for which the Cubans within theii 
own domain could not hope to create 
a parallel, while its creation through 
aid or sym pathy from w ithin our do­ 
m ain would be even more impossible 
than now, with the additional obliga­ 
tions of international

NAVY NOW IN STEED OF DOCKS. 


Also of Armor and Projectiles—Remark? 
on Civil Service Reform. 
Th ' g reat increase of the navy which 
has tak*'n place in recent years was 
JU sifted by the requirem ents for nation­ 
al defense and has received public ap­ 
probation. 
The time has now arrived, 
however, when this increase should tot 
a tim e take the form of Increased facili­ 
ties com m ensurate w ith the Increase of 
our naval vessels. 
It is an unfortunate 
fact that there is only one dock on the 
Pacific coast capable 
of 
docking oui 
largest ships, and only one on the A t­ 
lantic coast, and that the latter has for 
the last six or seven months been un­ 
der repair and therefore incapable of 
use. Im m ediate steps should be taken 
to provide three or four docks of this 
capacity on the Atlantic coast, at least 
one on the Pacific coast, and a floating 
dock on the cud'.

Th* re should also be am ple provision 
made for powder and projectiles and 
other m unitions of w ar, an d for an in- 
cTeased num ber of officers and enlisted 
men. Some additions are also neces­ 
sary to our n av y yards for the repair 
and' care of our larger nu m ber of ves­ 
sels.

I concur w ith the rec­ 
om m endation of the secretary of the 
navy for an appropriation authorizing 
the construction of one battleship for 
the Pacific coast, and also th at several 
torpedo boats be authorized in connec­ 
tion with o ur general syst«?m of coast 
defense.

This order has been made 
to give to the accused his right to be 
heard but w ithout in any way Impalr- 
inj the power of removal, which should 
alway ? be exercised in cases of ineffi­ 
ciency and incom petency. 
Much, of course, still remains to be 
acc* 
pllshed before th* system can be 
m ade reasonably perfect for our needs. 
There are places now in the classified 
so rvice which ought to be exempted, 
and others not classified m ay properly 
be included. 
I shall not h esitate to ex­ 
empt cases which I think have been im­ 
properly included in the classified serv­ 
ice, or include those which in my ju dg ­ 
ment will best prom ote the piublic se rv ­ 
ice. The system has the approval of 
the people and it will be my endeavor 
to uphold and extend it.

W asp I n oton, Deo. 7. — Democratic 
senators were generally averse to es 
pressing any opinion upon the message 
Senator Roach {N. D .) was an exception 
to the rule in this class. 
He called espe­ 
cial attention to the president’s dec I ara 
tion that the government is pledged to 
m aintain gold redemption. 
“T h is.” he 
said, "is a mere assumption. 
W e hav 
not a single o b la tio n which is not ex 
plicirly redeemable iu w in, the word 
‘gold’ being mentioned in none of them. 
Senator W hite (Dem., C al.) a member 
of the finance committee, was disposed 
to take the message jocularly. 
He said 
“ The message is very elaborate, though 
its conclusions are somewhat veiled, 
regret that I cannot agree w ith the 
president’s Hawaiian notions and that 
he has failed to inform us what we ought 
to do concerning Secretary Gage’s great 
currency reform plan. 
I am glad to ob 
serve that he adopts tho views I hav 
frequently urged regarding Caba and 
executive jurisdiction upon the subject 
of belligerency.” 
Senator Allison (Rep. la. >— I do not 
take the despa ring view concerning our 
currency w hich the president presents 
W hile there are some improvements 
which I should like to see made, I think 
we shall be able to get along if we do 
not get any currency legislation and as 
the situation presents itself now, it look 
as if it m ight be impracticable to secure 
legislation on the lines of the president’ 
recommendations. 
The recommends 
lions in regard to Cuba arc hum ane and 
considerate. 
Senator Hale (Rep, Me.)—The rec 
ommendation in regard to Cuba is in all 
respects adm irable ana one with which 
I am pleased. 
On the subject of the 
finances the president does not press for 
im m ediate action, and as for myself I 
do not believe that such would be pos 
bible under the circumstances. 
Senator Foraker (R ep, O .>—As ( 
whole the message is an able document 
but I do not agree w ith the president’s 
conclusions on the subject of interna 
tioual law as applied to Oul>a. 
The 
president'* dealing with the currency 
question is suggestive but I have not 
been able to give sufficient attention t 
i t to justify me iii expressing un opinion 
upon it. 
Senator Hanna (Rep., O .)— It is a 
statesmanlike and American paper; im 
pressive cud convincing, and one which 
will confirm the confidence the country 
has in the president. 
Senator Allen (Pop., N eb.)—I do not 
care to enter upon a criticism of tho 
f 
resident’s utterance, but will say that 
fail to agree w ith him on his three 
principle suggestions of policy. 
I do 
not think it po si hie feo f:o( are th© cur­ 
rency legislate ii whr;h he recommends. 
Senator Teller (Silver Rep., Colo.)—I 
do not believe that any legislation will 
be enacted authorizing the retention of 
the greenbacks in the treasury until 
somebody is willing to pay gold for 
them. 
The radical advocates of the gold 
standard will not be willing to accept 
this suggestion, nor will the silver men, 
so far as I am informed, favor this dis­ 
position of the financial question. 


R epresentative lit-1 ii in Injured. 
W ashington, Dec. 7.—Representative 
Boldin of New York, was severely in ­ 
jured yesterday afternoon by falling 
down til© marble stairs leading from 
th© floor of the house to the basement 
of the capitol. 
W hen picked up he was 
bleeding profusely from a deep gash in 
the forehead and another across the 
nose which it was believed had boon 
broken. 
He was carried to a committee 
room where Dr. Booga, a member of 
th e house, aud Dr. M offerattended him. 
Concussion of the brain is feared.

Captain Leonard A. Levering, Fourth 
infantry, are approved. 
It is, however, 
disappointing that an offence, so gravo 
and as an example, so far-reaching an 
this, should have been visited w ith so 
light a penalty. 
There is no question 
but that P rivate Hammond deserved • 
punishm ent for his conduct, but lie 
should have received it in a law ful way. j 
The m ilitary laws governing the army 
ar© explicit, and prescribe the duties of 
officers and enlisted men w ith th© penal­ 
ties for their violation. 
U nder the law 
both have rights aud obligations. 
“ W hen, therefore, an officer w ith the 
intelligence and experience w ith which 
Captain Levering is credited, not only 
violates these laws, bot exhibits such a 
lack of hum anity as is shown in this case, 
he should receive a more severe sentence 
than a mere reprim and.

W Attn* arow, Dec. 7. — Democratic 
senators were generally averse to es 
pressing any opinion upon the message. 
Senator Roach ( N. D .) w as an exception 
to the rule in I lits class. 
He called espe­ 
cial attention to the president’• doclara 
lion that the governm ent ii pledged to 
m aintain gold redemption. 
“ T his,” he 
said, “is a m en assumption. 
W e have 
not a single obligation which ii not ex 
pit cit Iv redeemable in coin, the word 
•gold’ being mentioned rn none of them .” 
Senator W hite (Dem ., ('a1.) a mein bet 
of the finance com m ittee, was disposed 
to take the message jocularly. 
He said 
“ The m essage is very elaborate, though 
it* conclusions are somewhat veiled, 
regret that I cannot agree w ith the 
president's Hawaiian notions and that 
he has failed to inform us what we might 
to do concerning Secretary G age’* great 
currency reform plan. 
I am glad to ob­ 
serve that he adopts the view s I have 
frequently urged regarding Cuba and 
executive jurisdiction upon the subject 
of belligerency- ’* 
Senator Allison (Rep. la. I— I do not 
take the despairing view concerning our 
com *ncy w hich the president presents. 
W hile there are some 
improvements 
w hich I should like to see made, I think 
w e shall be able to get along if we do 
not get any currency legislation and as 
the situation presents itself now, it looks 
as if it m ight be impracticable to secure 
legislation on the hue* of the president’* 
recomm endations. 
The recommenda­ 
tions in regard to Cuba are humane and 
considerate.

Senator Beach < K. D. i was att exception 
to the role in this clan*.

lion that the government is p W ged to 
m aintain g*»ld redemption. 
“T h is,” he 
m id, “i i a mere aasnmption. 
W e have 
not a single obligation which is not ex 
pilot fly redeemable in coin. the word 
‘gold’ being mentis tied in n o m of them .” 
Benin or W hite Dem ., G al,) a member 
of the finance com m ittee, was disposed 
to take the message jocularly. 
He said: 
•-The message is very elaborate, though 
its conclusions are somewhat veiled, 
I 
regret that I cannot agree w ith the 
president's Hawaiian notions and that 
he has failed to inform na what w e ought 
to do concerning Secretary G age’s great 
currency it form plan. 
I am glad to ob 
•err*' that lie adopts the view s I hay 
frequently urged regarding Calm and 
executive jurisdiction upon the subject

Senator Allison (Rep. la )—I do not 
take the di sparing view concerning out 
currency w hich the president presents. 
W hile there are some improvements 
w hich I should like to see made, I think 
w e shall be able to get along if we do 
not get any currency legislation and as 
the situation presents itself now, it looks 
as if it m ight be impracticable to secure 
legislation on the lines of the president’s 
recommendations. 
The rtcommenda- 
tions in regard to Cuba are humane and 
considerate. 
Senator Hale (Rep. 
M e.)—The rec 
oui men dat ion in regard to Caba is in all 
respects admirable ana one w ith which 
I am pleased. 
On the subject of the 
finances the president does not press for 
im m ediate action, and as for m yself I 
do not believe that such would be pos­ 
sible nuder the circumstances. 
Senator F< raker ( Rep., O .)— As a 
■whole the message is an able document, 
but I do not agree w ith the president’s 
conclusions on the subject of interna 
tioual law as applied to Cuba, 
The 
president’s dealing w ith the currency 
question is suggestive but I have not 
been ab!*' to gtve sufficient attention to 
it to justify me in exp u lsin g an opinion 
upon it. 
Senator Hanna (R ep., O .)—It is a 
statesmanlike and American paper; im ­ 
pressive end convincing, aud one which 
w ill eonftifn th,* confidence the country 
has in the president. 
Senator Allen (Pop,, N eb .)-—I do not 
care to enter upon a criticism of the 
president's utterance, but w ill sty that

rency legislation which ho recommends, 
Senator Teller (Silver Rep., I Join. >— I 
do not believe that aby legislation will 
be enacted authorizing the retention of 
the greenbacks in the treasury until 
somebody in w illing to pay gold for 
them. 
The radical advocates of the gold 
standard w ill not be w illing to accept 
this fugged ion, nor w ill the silver men, 
so far as I am informed, favor This dis­ 
position of the financial question.
